Dr. Curtis W. Cromley, Ashville 
veterinarian. 
reported 
Monday 
that, the dog owned by Harold 
Ppttibone of Millport, which bit 
several dogs and other animals 
Saturday and Sunday, was found 
to have had rabies. 
The dog fought several dogs in 
Millport Saturday night, then rov­ 
ed east of the Donald P. Court- 
right farm where it attacked dogs, 
hogs, chickens and ducks. The dog 
was next reported in South Bloom­ 
field where several dogs were bit­ 
ten. 
From 
Bloomfield 
the 
dog 
traveled north to the Paul Barch 
farm where cats were bitten and 
one killed. 
On Sunday the animal was killed 
by Isaac Millar while running cat­ 
tle on the Millar farm The head 
was taken to Columbus where it 
was found to react positively to 
a rabies test Dr Cromley is car­ 
ing for several 
of the animals 
which were attacked, but it is fear­ 
ed that, others are not receiving 
proper care. 
Dr. Cromley recommends that 
all dogs be kept in strict quaran­ 
tine in this area, that all animals 
known to he bitten be either killed. 
or given the Pasteur treatment, 
and that all other dogs in this 
vicinity he given the single shot i 
for prevention of rabies 
Th* Pasteur treatment for pre­ 
vention of rabies in animals expos­ 
ed to the germ is effective since 
all vaccine is tested on mice ex- 
! posed to rabies before it is releas­ 
ed to veterinarians. Ad dog own­ 
ers in Ashville vicinity should be 
certain that their pets are penned 
or tied, and al! exposed animals 
should he placed at once in a vet­ 
erinarian’s care or a serious out­ 
break of the most dreaded disease 
may terrorize this community.
